The contempt charges will be 


turned over to U, S, attorneys for 
presentation to grand juries in the 
cities where the witnesses were 
heard.

mum penalties of a year in jail 
and a $1,000 fine on each count. 


Costello, a central figure in the 


committee's dramatic New York 
hearings, was named in a recent 
report of the group as a leader of 
one of the 
nation's 
two 
major 


crime syndicates. He denied it. 


The contempt action 
against 


him was based on his refusal to 
disclose his net worth—a matter 
over which he wrangled while mil- 
lions of television watchers viewed 
the proceedings. 


Erickson one of the nation's big 


gest 
bookmakers, 
was 
brought 


from a jail where he is 
serving 


two years on gambling charges to 
appear before the committee. He 
refused to talk. 


Adonis, another big-time 
gam- 


bler operating in the New York- 
New Jersey area, similarly balked 
at answering the c o m m i 11 ee's 
questions.
